6. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DeLew 
et al. (4,621 ,788). DeLew discloses a solenoid valve as outlined in the PCT search 
report form 237 submitted 4/12/2005. In regard to claims 10 and 1 1 , DeLew discloses a 
press fit construction on col. 2, lines 53-58, which press fit construction may additionally 
be welded as disclosed on col. 2, lines 66-68. 

7. Claims 8, 9, 1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Fochtman et al. (6,089,467). As noted in the PCT search report form 210 submitted 
4/12/2005, Fochtman discloses a solenoid valve including a valve housing 10, a valve 
sleeve 12, a valve seat 42, a valve plate 40, an actuator 28, an armature sleeve 26, and 
a collar 14a.
